Well here goes. This is my version of 
PerSurate or Prikle. I believe I published 
this recipe once before but it has been some 
time. I do hope that you enjoy as they are 
really delicious!

PERSURATE or PRIKLE 
(Yugoslav Donuts) 

1/2 cup water 
4 tbs. butter or margerine 
2 tsp. sugar 
dash salt 

1/2 cup sifted flour 
2 eggs 

1/2 cups raisins (soak in hot water 
for 10 minutes at least) 


1/2 cup sugar 
2 tsp. cinnamon 

(bourbon or whiskey if desired) 




freedom heating 
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In saucepan, combine water, butter, 2 tsp. 
sugar and the salt. Bring to boil stirring 
'til butter is melted. Add flour all at once. 
Cook and sir over low heat 'til mixture forms 
a ball that does not separate. Remove from 
heat and vigorously beat in eggs - one at a 
time 'til mixture is smooth and shiny. Drain 
raisins from hot water and add them to the 
mixture. Mix well. (At this time you may 
add some bourbon or whiskey as you please). 

Drop by tsp. into hot oil or Crisco (375°) 
for about 4 minutes or until golden brown. 
Remove with slotted spoon and drain on paper 
towels. Let cool slightly. Meanwhile 
combine 1/2 cup sugar and 2 tsp. cinnamon 
in a paper or plastic bag. Lightly drop 2 or 
3 puffs into bag and shake until coated. 

Remove and enjoy!

SOLDO can't shake some of the old habits 
of life in education. 

"You can see the teacher in her," 
said City Manager John Radin, whose two 
daughters were taught by SOLDO at Mac- 
Quiddy school. "It's hard to break old 
habits." 

Many city officials say she runs her 
council meetings like a classroom, making 
sure everyone participates in the con¬ 
versation, and of course, that they've 
done their homework. 

And why not? Former councilman Palmtag 
says SOLDO "was the one who always 
did her homework. 

But more study usually means 
more discussion at council meetings. 

"I get a lot of kidding for 
making the (City Council) meetings 
really long, " she said. "But I 
personally like it when all City 
Council members are able to express 
their opinion on each item ... so 
you know what the thinking is behind 
each vote." 

Palmtag, a lifelonq resident of 
Watsonville, said SOLDO is definite¬ 
ly a liberal member of what many 
outside the city consider a very 
conservative council. 




"She's a little bit ahead of the rest of 
the council majority," he said. "She has a 
concern for long-range planning and she 
realizes the problems we have and the ones 
we're going to get into." 

One of the problems no one ever expected 
was the bitter strike by frozen food-plant 
workers late last year. The council has 
found itself in the middle of that labor 
dispute on several occasions. 

As the spokesman for the city, SOLDO took 
the brunt of strikers' complaints about over- 
aggresive police officers, the charge that the 
city was in cahoots with plant owners and that 
the City Council didn't represent - and had 
no sympathy for - the city's large Hispanic 
population. 

Said City Manager Radin, "It may not have 
seemed like it, but we do care about the 
strikers, and that includes the mayor." 

SOLDO's response, however, to much of the 
harsh criticisms leveled by strikers was a 
seemingly cold shoulder and a stern lecture 
to strikers about manners. 

During one meeting, when strikers and their 
supporters filed to the podium and boister¬ 
ously criticized the city, SOLDO called the 
meeting to an abrupt halt by slamming her 
gavel and walking out of the room. 

When things don't go her way, "sometimes 
she'll get a little angry," Superintendent 
Baker said. But then we all do that." 

One angry spat was with Santa Cruz County 
Supervisor Robley Levy, when the two women 
were trying to iron out a compromise in the 
county's lawsuit to halt the Landmark 
Business Park, the city's largest industrial 
development ever.

Despite some "strong remarks" between the 
two politicians, a settlement was reached 
and Watsonville came out the winner because 
"we gave up nothing," SOLDO said. "It was 
good to win on that one." 

There have been defeats, however, as well 
as disappointments. 

She lost in her attempt to halt the 
$300,000 move of the city manager's office 
to the vacant second floor of the police 
building. SOLDO said the money could have 
been better spent, and that the building 
should be used by the Police Department 
when it grows. 

She's also been disappointed in the city's 
efforts at redevelopment in the downtown 
area. 

"It's going at a snail's pace." 

The result for downtown business and 
property owners, SOLDO said, is that 
"they're not getting anything out of their 
money. They're getting the shaft" from the 
city. 

It might seem that after witnessing 
the hardships caused by slow-moving bureau¬ 
cracy, SOLDO would have had enough of City 
Hall. But she's planning a run for re- 
election next year. 

"When I was in the third grade. I'd 
come home and say, 'I'm going to be a 
teacher,' " she said. "I've enjoyed 
teaching, but I really like being in 
politics." 

Come election time next year, she'll 
find out if the city's citizens have liked 
her as their mayor, or whether they'll 
say, "Class dismissed."

A NATIONAL HEROINE 
By IRENE STRAZICICH 


Darinka Radovic was given the highest award of 
Yugoslavia, the Order of National Hero. 

She gave her life to save others during the 
National Liberation War. 

Until her death she lived with her two 
daughters in the village of Raykovac which 
is near OPenac in the Sumadja region of Serbia 
She had no schooling and could not write. 

Her husband had been taken prisoner in 1941 
and she had raised her two daughters by 
working hard herself. 

In early 1942 she met the Partisans in her 
village and gave them her support. They 
used her house and a dugout in her barn to 
hide the Partisans from ther Germans. She 
helped the occupation forces in the village 
while secretly working with the Partisans. 

This double activity could only lead to 
trouble. 

She was arrested by the occupying authori¬ 
ties. They wanted information. In fact, 
she was even harboring a wounded soldier in 
her dugout when she and her daughters were 
arrested. Under torture she did not give 
away her secret. The three of them were 
sentenced to death then promised freedom if 
she would talk. She decided to die first. 

They killed 13 year old Stanka, her 20 year 
old Radmil la, before her eyes. Then she 
herself was killed. 

Eyewitnesses said she stood straight and 
silent until her death. 

The Partisans took care of the wounded man. 
Their fate had been in Darinka's hands.

When the war was over, Darinka was proclaimed 
a National Heroine. A monument was erected 
at the place of her death by her fellow 
villagers and friends as a token of their 
ratitude.
